The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
cited references, alone or in combination, disclose a brassiere with a centrally located 
retainer means between the breasts of a wearer and pad for placement therein wherein 
the pad has a thick vertical midsection and a concave curved cavity on each side of the 
vertical midsection to conform to the sides of the breasts of the wearer and to support 
the breasts of the wearer when the wearer is lying on their side as claimed in claim 1 .
